At the Maroht 8 Towiship Board meeting, Supervisor 
Glaab recommended that Francis Bredow be appointed as the 
Senior Director. 

This came as little surprise considering the position did not 
exist but the Board did not seem concerned about that partic- 
ular aspect. They moved forward and approved the recom- 
mendation just a: few weeks after firing the current 
Recreation/Senior Director. 

You will recall that the Board — less than a year ago — 
created a new position of Recreation/Senior Director in the 
hopes of developing a more comprehensive recreation pro- 
gram for the Township. Unfortunately problems developed 
and the board terminated the Director during a controversial 
meeting. At the meeting the Director had actually resigned 
but the board upstaged her and fired her.

referred to him. He replied the local Senior Citizens referred 
her. He also advised that Mrs. Bredow was one of the origi- 
nal applicants for the Recreation/Senior Director position. 

This prompted Trustee McKinney to remind the Board that 
the position that she had applied for (Recreation/Senior 
Director) no longer existed. He suggested the new position of 
Senior Director should be reposted. Actually the position of 
Recreation/Senior Director still technically exists because the 
Board did not eliminate the job, they just eliminated the per- 
son that held the position. It is the position of Senior Director 
that didn’t exist. | 

Mrs. Bredow spoke briefly to the Board and appeared to be 
a delightful lady. She spoke of her interest in the program and 
advised she had been involved with the Romulus Senior 
Citizen program for the last three and a half years.

We are almost at the end of 
March and this. has led me to 
ask the question: “Does any- 
one fly kites anymore?” 

I have noted that for the last 
couple of years it is difficult to 
find a kit for sale at the local 
convenience store. About the 
only place you can find them 
is at the big stores like K-Mart 
or Walmart. Maybe once in a 
while a drug store will have 
them. 

The truth is, they don’t 
carry them because the kids 
don’t want them. And they 
haven’t for some time. I can 
remember trying to get my 
kids interested in kites. I 
would dutifully put the kite 
together and balance it with a 
tail. Then balance the lead 
string against the kite. Usually 
the kites would fly but the kids 
would just look at it and start 
shuffling their feet. The pure 
joy of kite flying seems to 
have been lost with my chil- 
dren’s generation which is the 
“X”’ generation. 

Back in Kennett, I can 
remember running to the store 
and pressing for any informa- 
tion on the arrival of kites. 
Eventually, toward the end of 
February they would arrive. 
They were in a multitude of 
colors and, of course, Moon 
Kites. 

Moon Kites smelled so 
good and seemed enormous to 
a kid. Actually, they were 
quite modest kites and rather 
cheap kits at that. 

Just about everybody on our

block would get a kite and we 
would put them together with 
skill and daring, too. The most 
difficult part was the cross 
bow. You had to tie the hori- 
zontal stick like a bow with 
your string. Of course, a kite 
might have worked without 
the arc in the bow but only 
geeks and little kids tried to fly 
a kite that way. 

Sometimes... tragedy would 
strike early when an overzeal- 
ous kid would bend the bar too 


much and it would break. The: 


sticks were made out of balsa 
wood and were very fragile. 
When that happened, the 
kid usually saved the rest for 
parts and got more money 
from his parents. However, 
some of us were not as rich as 


others and often we would lit- 


erally reach into our pockets 
and come out with a penny 
here and a penny there. 
Usually we scraped up enough 
money for the kid to buy 
another kite. Of course, we 
would always “lord over” the 
act and remind the kid that he 
had better watch the next one 
because “we ain’t no charity.” 

Some of us were better than 
others putting a kite together. I 
guess I was average and usual- 
ly I never got the arc right or 
the string in the right spot or 
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just the right amount of tail. 
My kites were always “okay,” 
but never anything special. I 
usually went through a lot of 
kites during the flying season. 

Like all kids, we also knew 
that just watching a kite fly 
wouldn’t “fly.” We made up 
games and devised war games 
that sometimes ended in a 
ripped-up kite. Usually it 
ended up with both kites get- 
ting tangled up and crashing to 
the ground, in a tree or hooked 
to an electrical wire. 

We would attach nails or 
other sharp items at the end of 
the “three points” and try to 
ram the kite into the other kite. 
Most of the time -my kite 
would suffer and many a 
“Moon”? crashed to the ground 
in utter defeat. 

A guy by the name of 
Vavock was the best one I ever 
saw with putting a kite togeth- 
er. He was a couple of years 
older than us and we sort of 
looked up to him because he 
walked the talk when it came 
to kites. 

He almost always won the 
game of “war.” He also had 
the ability to string up his 
youngest sister’s doll to the 
kite, hoist it to the heavens and 
shake it free to fall to the earth 
with a resounding crunch. He
